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The Boston Lying-in Hospital. 



The Boston Lying-in Hospital is supplying a need 
for the City of Boston and its vicinity similar, if more 
limited, to that which is supplied by the Massachusetts 
General Hospital and the City Hospital. It treats a 
class of patients who can be better cared for in a pri- 
vate and special institution than in a greater public or 
general hospital. 

The following is its record for the past year, 1896:

Of all these patients, 561 were residents of Boston 
and 117 came from other cities and towns, mostly 
in the immediate vicinity of Boston; 439 were 
married women, and 239 had never been married. 
The married women came almost without exception

from homes which could afford no proper accommo- 
dation in time of need, or were without homes 
where they could be treated. Some of the patients 
had husbands who, by reason of sickness or want 
of employment, could not supply their wives with 
shelter and care, and in other cases the wives had 
been deprived of assistance on account of the sudden 
death or the absence or desertion of husbands. 

The unmarried women received were not women of 
bad character, but those whose admission was urged on 
the ground of a needed service under unfortunate cir- 
cumstances or for serving the cause of public morality. 
In the most of these cases the patients were recom- 
mended for admission by philanthropic institutions or 
wise and devoted men or women. In rarer cases 
admission was afforded in the exigencies which must 
occur in a great city, and in which relief is demanded 
on the broader ground of humanity. 

The following is the record of the Out-patient 
Department of the Hospital in the care of patients in 
their own homes:

The out-patients were visited during their con- 
finement in their homes by House Officers of the 
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Hospital, who acted under the general instruction 
and supervision of the Hospital Staff, and the members 
of the staff were personally called in all difficult 
cases and emergencies. To each patient was assigned 
a Medical Externe for constant attendance. In this 
way women whose circumstances yet permitted their 
treatment at home have not only been treated by 
skilful attendants, but they have been further cared 
for, through the ladies' committees, by nurses who 
have gone from house to house to promote the com- 
fort and well-being of the more needy patients 
during their recovery. 

While no fee has been required of the out-patients, 
they have been asked, when seemingly able, to con- 
tribute, in return for the care bestowed, such sums 
as they could afford. Of the entire number treated 
(1,564 in all), 568 of the out-patients have thus con- 
tributed in sums ranging from fifty cents to five dol- 
lars each, a total of $1,347.55. 

Since the year 1873, when the work was begun 
in McLean Street, 8,428 patients have been received 
and treated in the Hospital, and since the year 1881, 
when the Out-patient Department was established, 
9,463 out-patients have been cared for under the super- 
vision of the Hospital Staff. Of the total number of 
patients treated since 1873 in the Hospital, 145 have 
died; but of the 5,767 cases admitted since the intro- 
duction of the antiseptic methods of treatment, there 
have been only 53 deaths. Of the patients who have 
died, many have been brought to the Hospital when

all expectation of recovery has been abandoned, in the 
hope that the treatment and care which it is possible to 
give in such an institution might result in a successful 
recovery. 

Although the care of patients in childbirth is the pri- 
mary purpose of the Hospital, it confers also as great, if 
not a greater, benefit on the community at large, in the 
education it gives to physicians and nurses, instructing 
them in the new and improved methods of treatment 
and care of patients. The skill and experience thus 
acquired are of the utmost value in the saving of lives 
and alleviating suffering. The regular course of 
instruction in the Training School has been given to 
200 pupil nurses ; and 126 House Officers have com- 
pleted their terms of service in the Hospital and re- 
ceived the corporation's diploma. 

The Hospital does a further practical work for medi- 
cal education through the direct instruction which is 
afforded by its Medical Staff. Medical students are 
given in the wards the clinical instruction which is not 
only invaluable, but is a necessity to every properly 
equipped young physician ; and this education is 
supplemented by its affording, under the supervision of 
the Staff in the Out-patient Department, to more than 
150 students annually, in the homes of the poor, an 
experience in the practice of obstetrics which inures 
alike to the benefit of practitioner and patient. 

The Hospital was established by the joint efforts of 
the Boston Humane Society and the Massachusetts 
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Charitable Fire Society, and was incorporated in the 
year 1832. Its work was begun and was carried on 
successfully for several years on Washington street, 
near Waltham street, and afterwards on Springfield 
street. It was at first maintained as a free hospital, but 
subsequently a change was made by which a fee was 
charged all patients. A short experience indicated 
that the income derived fi:*om paying patients was in- 
sufficient to maintain the Hospital; and it was deter- 
mined in the year 1857 to suspend the operations 
of the institution until it might, by the accumulation 
of its funds, renew its work largely as a free hospital 
and under more favorable auspices. 

The Hospital was opened again in the year 1873 at 
No. 24 McLean Street, and has since been maintained 
with constantly increasing growth. Five dwelling- 
houses were successively purchased and occupied; and 
in the year 1893 the work of remodelling and combin- 
ing them in a well arranged and adapted hospital was 
completed. The corporation now possesses a building 
admirably adapted to the improved methods of the 
present and large enough to meet the anticipated needs 
of the future — a hospital which, for practical uses, will 
compare favorably with all other institutions of its 
kind in the country. 

The Out-patient Department was opened in the year 
1 88 1 for the purpose of furnishing medical attendance in 
their homes to women residing within the limits of the 
city proper who are unable to pay for medical service. 
In this department the Hospital receives the assistance 
of medical students, who are assigned to each case to 
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act under the direct charge of the House Staff. The 
services of the physicians have also been supplemented 
and greatly aided, in poorly supplied and inexperi- 
enced households, by trained nurses furnished by " The 
Helping Hand,^ an association of ladies connected with 
the Arlington Street Church, and by a committee of 
ladies acting under the name of "The Bennet Street 
Nurse." 

The Training School for Nurses was formally estab- 
lished in the year 1888; and the entire nursing of the 
Hospital is now performed by the pupils of this school. 
Graduates of other training schools are received for the 
period of six months, and those without such previous 
training are received for a course of fifteen months. 
From fifteen to twenty nurses have thus each year 
been instructed and graduated for service in private 
or public work. 

In 1892 the Trustees invited the cooperation of a 
body of ladies, who should visit the Hospital and 
confer with the Superintendent in regard to the 
domestic arrangements and workings of the institu- 
tion, and seek to promote the efficiency of nurses 
and the well-being of patients. The Board of Lady 
Visitors, by their timely suggestions and advice, have 
been of great assistance in the general administration 
of the Hospital. 

The Hospital receives the benefit of the skill and 
experience of Dr. William L. Richardson, Visiting 
Physician, Dr. Charles M. Green, Assistant Visiting 
Physician, and Drs. Edward Reynolds, Charles W. 
Townsend, and George Haven, Physicians to Out- 
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patients, who, with the Consulting Physicians, Drs. 
Francis Minot, John P. Reynolds, and Alexander D. 
Sinclair, constitute the Medical Staff. 

The Hospital depends to a large extent upon the 
generosity of its friends to meet the current running 
expenses. Only a small portion of the number of 
patients contribute to the expenses of the Hospital, and 
the amount received from them, together with the in- 
come from the invested funds, falls considerably short 
of the sum necessary for carrying on the Hospital, 
which therefore relies upon the liberality of those 
interested in its welfare for sufficient contributions to 
meet the deficiency and to prevent encroachment 
upon invested funds. 

The sum of ten thousand dollars is annually needed 
to prevent this encroachment, and to meet the ordinary 
expenses of the Hospital, and to make such repairs as 
are necessary in order to maintain the buildings in satis- 
factory condition. The Trustees confidently believe 
that the generosity of the friends of the Hospital will be 
continued as in the past, and that there will be an in- 
creased number of contributors. Such sums, whether 
large or small, and such other gifls, as each individual 
donor may be, disposed to bestow, will be gratefully 
received. 

Donations may be forwarded to the Treasurer, George

Hospital, No. 24 McLean Street, with Mrs. Higgins, 
the Superintendent, who will gladly receive any friend 
or visitor interested in the Hospital. Not only the 
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Superintendent, but the Officers, the Physicians, and 
the members of the Board of Lady Visitors, will cord- 
ially welcome inquiries as to the Hospital's needs and 
opportunities for doing good from all who are inter- 
ested in the various departments of its work. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 

For the Year 1896. 



The following report of the Executive Committee was pre- 
sented to the Trustees, and by them offered as their report to 
the corporation at its annual meeting held Jan. 20, 1897: 

To the Trustees of the Boston Lying-in Hospital: 

Gentlemen, — The Executive Committee submits herewith 
the annual report of the Visiting Physician, 

The number of patients treated by the Hospital during the 
past year has largely exceeded that of any preceding year of 
its existence, and this year the current receipts of the Hospital 
have so increased as to equal the expenditures. 

The number of women received and treated at the Hospital 
has been six hundred and seventy-eight (678), this number is 
one hundred and fifty-four (154) more than that of last year, 
and one hundred and twenty-one (121) more than during any 
previous year. The number of babies born and cared for has 
been six hundred and eighty (680). 

The daily average number of patients (mothers) in the 
Hospital has been twenty-nine and one-tenth (29^), being an 
increase over that of last year, which was twenty-two and five- 
tenths (22^). The average stay of patients in the Hospital 
has been sixteen and three-tenths (16^) days, an increase over 
that of last year, which was sixteen days. 

The number of Out-patients treated was fifteen hundred and 
sixty-four (1,564), an increase of seventy (70) over the num- 
ber treated last year. The total number of patients (mothers) 
treated by the Hospital Staff has, therefore, been two thousand 
two hundred and forty-two (2,242), 
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There have been eleven deaths in the Hospital during the 
year. In the Out-patient Department no deaths have occurred. 

The number of married patients who entered the Hospital 
has been four hundred and thirty-nine (439), or sixty-four and 
seven-tenths (p^^^ per cent, of the total number, — a slight 
decrease from last year, which was sixty-four and eight-tenths 
(6438^^) per cent. The number of unmarried patients was two 
hundred and thirty-nine (239). 

The current general expenses of maintaining the Hospital 
proper were $19,180.25; the special expenses connected with 
the Out-patient Department were $618.29, not including inci- 
dental expenses connected with the Assistant Physician to Out- 
patients and the Externes ; and other current general expenses 
have amounted to $344,58, making the total cost of carrying 
on the Hospital for the year $20,143.12. The average cost of 
each House Patient treated, taking as a basis the number of 
mothers only, has been $28.79; and upon this basis the cost 
per week for each patient has been $12.36. The special ex- 
pense chargeable to treating each Out-patient has been less than 
forty cents. 

The income from paying patients during the year has been 
$4,325, the income from fees and other sundry sources $85 1.37, 
from cash donations $7,756.72, and from invested funds 
$7,404.16, a total current income of $20,337.25. There has 
also been received the legacy of the late Albert Glover, $1,000, 
making the total receipts for the year $21,337.25. 

The number of House-patients who have contributed to the 
expenses of their maintenance has been two hundred and thirty- 
six (236). 

The total amount thus paid has been $4,325, an average of 
$18.33 being paid by each paying patient. Last year the total 
amount paid was $2,680.50, an average of $19.57 by each 
paying patient. 

The response which has been made to the appeal for con- 
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tributions for the support of the Hospital has been generous, 
and the number of donors has been further increased. 

Although the preceding legacy of $1,000 is the only one 
paid in during the past year, the Hospital has the promise of a 
most welcome and needed increase to come to its invested 
funds from the legacies payable under the wills of the late 
Isaac P. Wyman, Henry L. Pierce, and Anna W. Vose. These 
legacies will not only supply the deficiency occasioned in past 
years by the deficits arising from the annual expenses of main- 
tenance, but will enable the trustees to make some of the several 
improvements which are desirable in the near future. 

It is gratifying to state that the cash donations from friends 
of the Hospital and from grateful Out-patients, together with 
the income from invested funds and current Hospital receipts, 
have been sufficient to meet the expenses and leave a small 
balance, thus rendering it unnecessary for the first time in 
several years to encroach on the invested funds of the Hospital 
to meet a deficiency. 

It is earnestly desired that the list of donors should be still 
further enlarged, and that a sufficient sum should be received 
again to meet the current expenses. Any sums, either as annual 
or special donations, whether large or small, will be gratefully 
received. 

Nineteen pupils of the Training School have completed the 
course of instruction, and been awarded diplomas as graduates. 
Of these, fifteen were graduates of other training schools, and 
took a six months' course. The remainder were not graduates, 
and completed the full fifteen months' course. Owing to the 
large increase in the number of patients it has been found 
necessary to increase the number of nurses so that the usual 
number in attendance is now fourteen instead of twelve. 

Six House Officers have likewise received diplomas, each for 
the six months' term of service. No changes have occurred on 
the Medical Staff*, and Mrs. E. J. A. Higgins has continued as 
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Superintendent, Miss Mary L. Keith was at the beginning 
of the year appointed Director of Nurses, entering upon her 
duties on March i. 

Considerable attempt has been made during the past year to 
raise still higher the standard of the work of nursing and care 
of patients bestowed by the Hospital. Greater scrutiny has 
been exercised in the admission of pupils to the Training 
School, and increased effort made to secure greater efficiency 
and skill on the part of the nurses upon their receiving a 
diploma, as well as a greater aptitude for doing their work in 
the community for which their training is intended ; additional 
assistance has also been secured in both departments, which 
render aid to the Out-door patients, and it is especially desirable 
to give the nurses who perform these services more help in 
their increasing work. 

Many societies and individuals continue their interest in 
various ways in the patients, and aid in promoting the welfare of 
the Hospital. 

Mrs. Charles P. Curtis continues as Chairman and Mrs. James 
G. Freeman as Secretary of the Board of Lady Visitors. 

The Executive Committee believe that the administration of 
the affairs of the Hospital has been in the past year, as in the 
preceding years, faithfully and devotedly conducted by the 
Superintendent and her assistants ; and that the Visiting Staff has 
maintained the medical and surgical service in the Hospital at a 
standard which is not excelled by other institutions. Much 
assistance has likewise been given in the administration of the 
Hospital by the Lady Visitors, whose cooperation in many and 
various ways has proved of great value.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING PHYSICIAN. 



Boston, Jan. i, 1897. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Lying-in Hospital : 

Gentlemen, — The close of another year calls for the 
annual report of the work done by the Hospital. The number 
of applications for admission to the Hospital and the number of 
patients who entered are greatly in excess of other years; 
while the number of Out-patients is also larger than ever 
before. 

The total number of women attended during the year in the 
Hospital and in the Out-patient Department is two thousand 
two hundred and forty-two. The total number of deaths has 
been eleven in the Hospital and none in the Out-patient 
Department. Of the eleven patients who died in the Hospital 
four were brought into the Hospital seriously sick and died 
shortly after entrance. Of the three fatal cases of septicaemia 
two had been confined outside and were brought into the Hos- 
pital in the hope that possibly their lives might be saved. 

During the year three Caesarean sections have been per- 
formed; one by Dr. George Haven and two by Dr. Edward 
Reynolds. The first of these three operations was performed 
on a patient who had previously given birth to four still-born 
children. Both mother and child were discharged well. The 
second operation was in the case of a poor dwarf, a cretin. 
The mother was discharged well. The child, weighing only 
four pounds, was wretchedly ill-developed and died a few 
hours after the operation. The third case was a patient whose 
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two previous labors had been, owing to a deformity of the 
pelvis, artificially induced, resulting in one still-born and one 
living child. Both mother and child were discharged well 
from the Hospital. 

During the first three months of the year Dr. C. M. Green 
had the immediate care of the Hospital. Dr. Edward Rey- 
nolds was on duty in July, Dr. George Haven in August, and 
Dr. Charles W. Townsend in September. At various times dur- 
ing the summer Dr. Frank A. Higgins rendered temporary 
and acceptable service. 

During January, February, and March, the work of the Out- 
patient Department was conducted by Dr. Townsend ; during 
April and May by Dr. Haven. During the months of June, 
July, August, and September the department was, by permission 
of the Trustees, under the immediate charge of Dr. F. A. 
Higgins, subject to the advice and control of the regfular 
officers of the department; this duty being fulfilled by Dr. 
Reynolds during June and July, by Dr. Haven in August, and 
by Dr. Townsend in September. Dr. Higgins' performance of 
his duties was satisfactory and efficient. During October the 
Clinic was under Dr. Reynolds* charge ; during Noveniber and 
December, under Dr. Haven's. 

The early months of the year were devoted to perfecting 
the plan of reorganization which was made feasible and nec- 
essary by the creation of the new grade of Senior Physician to 
Out-patients. The working of the new rules was tested by 
their informal use during the summer, and after a few changes 
suggested by this experience, they were formally put into 
operation on the first of October. It is too soon to judge of the 
value of the change, but the year has been an unusually satis- 
factory one so far as the conduct of the Externes is concerned, 
no single well-founded charge of neglect or misconduct having 
been brought against an Externe during the year. The House 
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Physicians have also performed their duties in a satisfactory 
manner. 

The policy inaugurated during the year of putting the Out- 
patient Nurses under the direct charge of the House Physicians, 
and of having them report to the ladies who are in charge of 
the nurses, has greatly increased the efficiency of the nursing 
work, and has had the further desirable effect of much increas- 
ing the interest which these ladies take in this work, and in the 
purposes of the Hospital. 

The general working of that portion of the Clinic which is 
managed directly from the Hospital has been all that could be 
desired. The fact that the Bennet Street office is less directly 
under the supervision of the House Physicians has rendered our 
control of the portion of the Clinic which is managed directly 
from that office much less efficient, but great improvement 
may be accomplished by the use of the telephone which is now 
being installed. 

The Bennet Street portion of the Clinic has for some time 
been larger than can well be managed by two Externes. There 
have of late been many instances in which the Hospital has 
been prevented from attending patients on account of the 
absence of both Externes. It is conceivable that with the 
advantage of a telephone Externes may be sent from the Hos- 
pital to such cases, but the presence of a third Externe at 
Bennet Street will certainly become necessary in the near 
future. 

During the year 1895 the Out-patient Department for the 
first time not only ceased to be a charge upon the general 
funds of the Hospital, but was enabled to turn in to the 
Hospital a surplus of $328.63. The surplus this year 
amounts to $1,120.01. It is gratifying also to observe that 
this substantial increase of income has been accompanied 
by an increase of seventy in the number of patients attended. 
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This result is probably due to the care employed to avoid 
putting undue pecuniary pressure upon the Clinic, free cards 
being given to all applicants except those who made a ready 
affirmative response to the question whether they were not 
willing to contribute something to the funds of the Hospital 
in return for their care. The $1,347.55 contributed by five 
hundred and sixty-eight patients may, therefore, fairly be set 
down as voluntary contributions from Out-patients. 

The vacancy in the staff of Out-patient Physicians has not yet 
been filled. 

The work of the Training School, under the directorship of 
Miss Mary L. Keith, has gone on in a very satisfactory manner. 
As in previous years, a double course of lectures, covering the 
whole year, has been given by members of the Medical Staff. 
A lecture was also given by Dr. James C. White on the man- 
agement of the skin, and by Dr. F. E. Cheney on the care of 
the eyes in a new-born babe. Many of the graduated nurses 
have availed themselves of the invitation which is extended to 
all graduates of the school to attend these lectures. The 
Senior House Physician gives clinical instruction to the nurses 
while attending the cases. 

There have been received two hundred and twenty-nine ap- 
plications from those desiring information with reference to 
entering the school. One hundred and twenty-nine applica- 
tions for admission to the school were received. Of these nine- 
teen were accepted, and one hundred and ten were rejected. 
Of the thirty probationers who entered the school, four were 
not enrolled as pupils afler the probationary month. During 
the year nineteen nurses received diplomas, and three left 
without graduating. There are at present in the school fourteen 
nurses. 

During the year the " Helping Hand " has received the con- 
tinued support of the ladies of the Arlington Street Church ; 
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and a nurse for the Bennet Street district has been provided, as 
heretofore, by friends of the Hospital, through Dr. Edward 
Reynolds. 

The Children's Aid Society has continued to solve the many 
questions arising as to the adoption of children, and all such 
cases have been referred to that society. The Society for 
Aiding Destitute Mothers and Infants has rendered good ser- 
vice in helping those who needed such help as that society 
could give. The House of Mercy in Carver Street has rendered 
invaluable service to the Hospital in giving a home to the poor 
and homeless women who have been sent there from the Hos- 
pital to await confinement. The Boston North End Mission 
has also gladly received those applicants who, having no home 
of their own, and being unable longer to work, stood sadly in 
need of assistance until they should enter the Hospital. 

The Cambridge and Boston Flower Missions have made their 
welcome visits, and the Boston Young Men's Christian Union 
has again placed carriages at the disposal of the Matron.

ARTICLES USED IN THE HOSPITAL. 



As inquiries are often made regarding the articles required at the 
Hospital, the following list is given of such as are alwa3rs needed : — 

PATIENTS' BED LINEN. 

Sheets. — Width, 2 yards ; length, material cut 2| yards long, which 
allows for a hem ij inches deep at top and J inch deep at 
bottom. 

Cross Sheets. — Width, 45 -inch unbleached cotton; length, mate- 
rial cut two yards long, which allows for a hem J inch deep at 
each end. 

Pillow Covers. — Width, 20 inches (40-inch white cotton folded) ; 
length, material cut one yard long, which allows for a hem i J 
inches deep. 

Binders. — One yard wide unbleached cotton, loosely woven. Cut 
45 inches long, which includes narrow turnings. The selvage 
edges should be folded together and stitched, and the ends also 
should be stitched, making, when finished, a double binder 18 
inches deep and 44^ inches long. 

Patients* Bed-gown, made of cotton (white preferred), is a short 
open sack buttoned in front, the pattern for which can be had at 
the Hospital. 

INFANTS' CLOTHING. 

^Vhite Slip, made of soft white cotton. 

^Vhite Sleeveless Flannel Slip, cotton and wool flannel pre- 
ferred. 

^Vhite Shirt (open sack), made of very soft white cotton or cam- 
bric. 

Paper patterns for the above articles can be had at the Hospital. 

Flannel Band, made of smooth white flannel, 7 inches deep and 
22 inches long, finished with overcast raw edges. 
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Diapers, made of white cotton diaper material, 18 inches wide, cut 

37 inches long, narrow hems. 
Shawl, made of White Canton flannel (medium grade). If the 

material measures 33 inches in width, cut 35 mches in length, 

which allows for a hem i inch deep at each end. Cat-stitch the 

hem with white thread. 

Note. — As many of the patients have little or no clothing for their 
babies, the Superintendent of the Hospital is very glad to receive any 
outgrown or partially worn articles of infants' wearing apparel. Blank- 
ets or anything which can be used as an outside wrap are especially 
acceptable. 
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HOUSE PHYSICIANS. 



Besides the permanent Medical Staff of the Hospital there 
are constantly in attendance three House Physicians. Each 
House Physician is appointed for the term of six months, 
and serves the first two months as Junior, and the last two 
months as Senior, in the direct charge of the medical service, 
under the supervision of the Visiting Physician. The inter- 
vening two months he has the direct care of the Out-patient 
Department, under the supervision of the Physicians to Out- 
patients. 

House Physicians are required to reside in the Hospital, 
and are furnished their breakfasts in the house; their other 
meals are provided outside of the Hospital at the expense of 
the corporation. 

The appointments are made in May and November of each 
year by the Executive Committee, on recommendation of the 
Visiting Physician, to whom application for the positions 
should be made in writing. Application should be made not 
later than May ist for the services beginning the first Mondays 
in July, September, and November, and not later than Novem- 
ber 1st for the services beginning the first Mondays in January, 
March, and May. 

Diplomas for satisfactory service are given House Physicians 
at the expiration of their terms. 
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TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES OF THE 
BOSTON LYING-IN HOSPITAL 



From the reopening of the Hospital in 1873 the work of 
teaching women how to become good nurses in confinement 
cases gradually developed until 1888, when the Trustees for- 
mally established a Training School. 

It is the purpose of the Training School to give to women 
who desire to become maternity nurses a thorough training for 
their calling, both in theory and in practice. A systematic 
course of instruction is afforded, and the entire nursing of the 
Hospital is performed by the pupils of the Training School. 

The School is so arranged as to admit both those who 
have graduated from the training schools of other hospitals 
and others who have had little or no previous experience in 
nursing. 

Nurses who have acquired a diploma from a recognized 
school are received for special instruction in the department 
of obstetrics. The term for these pupils is six months ; and, 
if they successfully fulfil the requirements during this period 
and pass the necessary examinations, they will, upon the ter- 
mination of their service, receive a diploma from the Hospital. 

Women who have received little or no previous teaching or 
practice will likewise be received as pupils upon furnishing the 
required evidence as to their fitness and capacity for the work. 
Such applicants should be between the ages of twenty-three 
and thirty-five. They must be strong, healthy, and energetic. 
They are expected to be of cheerful and willing disposition, of 
quiet and orderly habits, and to be self-possessed, honest, and 
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trustworthy. These pupils are required to perform a satisfac- 
tory service of fifteen months, and at the expiration of this 
period, after passing a satisfactory examination, likewise re- 
ceive the Hospital's diploma. 

All pupils are received during the first month upon proba- 
tion ; but, if found satisfactory upon this trial, the time will 
be counted as the first month of service. They are required 
to reside constantly at the Hospital, and, besides attending the 
patients and assisting the physicians, are required to keep in 
proper order and cleanliness the wards and other rooms de- 
voted to the patients. While on duty, they are required to 
wear white caps and aprons and plainly made uniform dresses, 
and must conform to the rules established for their conduct. 

While the education and training which are afforded are in- 
tended to be a full equivalent for their services, there is given 
the pupils toward defraying their necessary personal expenses, 

— to graduates from other schools $io per month during the 
first three months, and $14 per month during the remainder of 
their term; and to others $10 per month during the first eight 
months, and $14 per month during the remainder of the term, 

— which sums are given in addition to board and washing. 
Pupils are required to bring with them or provide such articles 
of clothing, with the exception of the materials for their caps, 
as are required for the proper performance of the duties. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service ; but 
candidates for the School are accepted in advance, and are 
called upon for active service as vacancies occur. They are 
of course received, as a rule, in the order of acceptance ; but 
those desiring to enter with less delay can usually anticipate 
a fixed date by enrolling their names upon the emergency list. 

The Trustees reserve the right to terminate the connection 
of any nurse with the Hospital at any time, for such reason as 
they shall deem expedient. 
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Instruction is given by means of lectures, recitations, and 
teaching at the bedside and in the regular performance of 
duties. 

Two distinct courses of weekly lectures, each running 
through the period of six months, are given by the various 
members of the Medical Staff, which are intended to cover 
the whole ground of confinement, nursing, and care of in- 
fants : — 

1st Course. — By Dr. W. L. Richardson, on Emergencies 
and Operative Obstetrics; by Dr. Charles M. Green, on the 
Care of Normal Cases of Labor ; and by Dr. Charles W. Town- 
send, on the Care of Infants. 

2d Course. — By Dr. Edward Reynolds, on the Care of 
Normal Cases of Labor ; by Dr. Charles W. Townsend, on the 
Care of Infants; and by Dr. George Haven, on Emergencies 
and Operative Obstetrics. 

Clinical instruction to the nurses while attending cases is 
given by the senior House Physician ; and weekly recitations 
are held by the Director of Nurses, with the use of approved 
text-books. 

The nurses are in addition taught by the Director of Nurses 
practically at the bedside the details of the care of women 
during labor and convalescence. 

Examinations are held from time to time ; and at the end of 
the term a careful and thorough examination of each pupil for 
diploma is conducted by the Visiting Physician. 

During the year 1896 nineteen nurses have successfully com- 
pleted their service and received a diploma, and have gone 
forth into the community to practise their profession. Their

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APPLICATION OF PATIENTS FOR' ADMISSION 

TO THE HOSPITAL AND OF OUT-PATIENTS 

FOR ATTENDANCE. 



Applications of admission to the Hospital, or for attendance 
upon Out-patients, should be made to the Visiting Physician at 
the Hospital, between the hours of ten and eleven in the fore- 
noon of any day except Sunday; and all such applications 
should, if possible, be made not less than one week before the 
expected date of confinement. Cases of emergency are, how- 
ever, received at any time. 

The regular charge for treatment in the Hospital for patients 
residing in Boston is $20 ; for those residing elsewhere, $30. 
This charge must be paid upon entrance to the Hospital, and 
covers the confinement, and board and care for two weeks fol- 
lowing confinement, and for any further time during which the 
patient may be unable to leave the Hospital. 

Deserving persons, residents of Boston, who are unable to 
pay, are admitted and cared for without charge; and non- 
residents may also be admitted free by special vote of the 
Executive Committee. 

For Out-patients, medical attendance during confinement is 
furnished at their homes to women residing within the limits of 
the city proper, who are able to pay a nominal fee ; or without 
charge to those who cannot afford to pay anything. 
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VISITORS. 



Relatives are admitted to visit patients in the wards between 
the hours of three and four in the afternoon of any day except 
Sunday ; but no patient is allowed, except by the special per- 
mission of the Visiting Physician, to receive more than one 
visitor a day, or to receive any visitor whatever before the fifth 
day succeeding her confinement. 

No visitor is allowed to bring to a patient any article of food 
or drink except by the special permission of the Visiting Physi- 
cian; and all articles brought with such permission must be 
left with the Matron for the use of the patient.
